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In an era where interest in extraterrestrial life is burgeoning, it's paramount to examine this phenomenon from a 
Biblical perspective. Though the Bible does not explicitly mention aliens, it does shed light on beings from 
another, spiritual realm. These beings are none other than demons or fallen angels, who have interacted with 
humanity since the dawn of time. This spiritual realm, often misunderstood and mistaken for extraterrestrial 
existence, has been an integral part of human history and belief systems. 

These spiritual entities, often referred to as ‘aliens’, 'extraterrestrials', or 'High Masters', have shown a keen 
interest in human affairs. This is evidenced by Eve's encounter with Satan in the Garden of Eden, as described 
in Genesis 3, where they sought to influence the course of human history with the aim of diverting humanity 
from God's worship towards themselves. Here, an entity from another realm interacted with a human, pointing 


to a long history of such encounters. 


A striking example of such interaction is described in Genesis 6:4, where the arrival of the "sons of God," who 
mated with human women and produced a super race known as the Nephilim, is documented. This account 
bears a striking resemblance to various ancient cultural narratives, such as the Sumerians’ tales of the 
"Anunnaki" - deities that descended from heaven to dwell on Earth with humans. This suggests that interactions 


between humans and these Spiritual entities have been happening for millennia. 


Given these accounts, it's plausible that demons, disguised as beings from another world, might have come to 
Earth to impart extraordinary wisdom and knowledge to humans and intermingle with them. This theory aligns 
with the temptation of superior knowledge that Satan used to ensnare Eve, demonstrating humans' 
susceptibility to such lures. It's an eerie reminder of how easily humans can be enticed by promises of superior 


knowledge and power. 


This collaboration between humans and these spiritual entities is not a recent phenomenon. In fact, apart from 
the Genesis account, the recent collaboration can be traced back to the 18th century, commonly known as the 
Enlightenment period. During this era, individuals who formed a partnership with Lucifer claimed to have been 
enlightened, leading to new knowledge and discoveries that catalyzed the Industrial Revolution. This suggests 
a long-lasting relationship between humans and these spiritual entities. 

Fast-forward to today, this collaboration continues and is believed to culminate in a grand deception with the 
rise of the Antichrist. Alice Bailey, a prominent figure in esoteric literature, introduced the concept of the "High 
Masters" or aliens. According to Bailey, these beings would start appearing on Earth from the year 2025, with 
2029 being the climax of their manifestation (Lazlaw, 2021). These predictions, when examined in the context 
of various conspiracy theories and current global geopolitical events, suggest these alien beings are expected 


to coordinate the final works in inaugurating the Antichrist. 


However, Bailey's words should be viewed as human-demons plans rather than prophecy since she has been 
part of the clandestine agenda. Her predictions eerily align with Daniel's vision of the end times, where he 
revealed a final kingdom symbolized by partly iron and partly clay feet, representing a mingling of demonic and 
human elements. Daniel 2:43 states, "As you saw iron mixed with ceramic clay, they will mingle with the seed 
of men; but they will not adhere to one another, just as iron does not mix with clay." This imagery suggests a 


collaboration between demonic forces and humanity, foreshadowing the rise of the Antichrist. 


Despite these possibilities, it's crucial to remember the promise in scriptures not to fear. The Lord has promised 
to protect and never abandon us (1 Kings 8:57; Matthew 10:31; Isaiah 41:10). Demons or angels are not 
Omnipotent or omnipresent. Jesus has warned us to be cautious of any being claiming to be Christ or any 
group pointing to a false Christ (Matthew 24:23-24). We should remain vigilant of anyone performing miracles 
without biblical fidelity or obedience to Jesus; promoting unnatural sexual relationships (Genesis 6:4; Jude 1:6- 
/); denying that Jesus is God (2 John 1:/); or presenting a ‘substitute’ Jesus, depicted as just a god, a good 


teacher, a mere human, a superhuman, or even an alien. 


In conclusion, the unfolding events seem to suggest the nearing of the end times. As such, it is imperative for 
humanity to be prepared and remain vigilant to these spiritual entities’ deceptions, who, under the guise of 
‘aliens’, aim to deviate humanity from the true path of God. It's a profound reminder of the importance of 
discernment and wisdom in these times, and the necessity to align ourselves with the path set by God, not by 


entities seeking to lead us astray. 
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
